The most notable example of Reserting ideas 
in favor of words Is found, perhaps, in the wrij- 
ings of Gertrude Stein, authoress of a -recently 
printed book called “Geography and Plays,” which 
must have been something Ike what Hamlet was 
reading as he walked into the room. 

Here jis an extract: 

“Come a little cheese. Come a little 
cheese and fame fame tall sun with a lit- 

tle thing to team, team now a bass a 

wholesome gurgle, little tin, Hitle tin 

soak, sosk why Sunday supreme mea 
sure.” 

It is very difficult to tell just what this is 
about, “but by diligent study one may arrive at 
the conclusion that it describes a pienic or the 
death of a pet greyhound or anything else that 
seems convenient. Sherwood Anderson, another au- 
thor, says it is a very important contribution tc 
Iterature and will have a profound effect. 

The general plan scems to be to make words 
play the same part as music or jazz, as the case 
may be. Of course a.strain of jazz does not prov 
anything. It does not arrive ac any conclusion or 
bring out any tangible ideas. Stringing a lot of 
words together, each representing a sound and 
not an Idea, 1s supposed to be beautiful. And sc 
it is, we suppose, to those to whom ideas are fa- 
tiguing. 

A little more reasonable ia the poetry found 
in “The Dial" which is more reactionary in that 
some of it rhymes. Here is a sample: 

_“The torrents of the sky reduce the earth 

A brittle stone, ta powdered, liquid sand; 

Amuse themselves with slanting silver mirth 

If hermits claim they’ve found the hidden 

road; 

Among the coral crypts thst hold the sea,

How true, how true, And in the same cat 
gory comes the essayist or expositor who xoes 
back to the methods of the ancient Sophiats, wid 
scught “not proof but persuasion—not matter but 
style.”

Threatening Him

Johnson off, look out for the KKK. 

The above was the word- 
ing of a communication received by 
Judge Spotton, a few minutes before 
he mounted the bench at the county 
court house Friday afternoon to give 
his decision in respect to the appeal 
entered by James Johnson of this city, 
former proprietor of the King Edward 
Hotel, against his conviction by Mfa- 
gistrate Watt in August last of being 
intoxicated while In charge of an au- 
tomobile. : 

Judge Spotton, prior to giving his 
decision in the Johnson case, read the 
letter in open court. He stated that

Chief of Police Rae inspected the 
letter, but has no idea fwho the 
author of the communication is, He 
remarked that he also had received 
lettera of the kind before, but had 
taken no notice of them. 

A moment after reading the threat, 
Judge Spotton set aside the convic- 
tion made by Magistrate Watt. At 
the time Johnson was found guilty in 
police court he was sentenced to ten 
days in the county: jail.

Re- 
ferences to public men arise as a result of their 
administrative actions or the policies they advo- 
eate or oppose. Newspapers are meraly vehicles 
through which chiefly public opinion finds ex- 
pression. They are amenable when they trans- 
gress Jogal bounds in publication of nows or views. 
Newspapers are too often spoken of as expressing 


+a certain viewpoint when they have meroly repro-. 


duced some one else's opinion. All they are re- 
sponsible for in that event fs the accuracy. with 
which It bas been reproduced. The public fails 
utterly at times.to make the proper distinction. 

As'to the implied charge. there never perhaps 
was.a time when there was less bittcrness in poll- 
tieal reporting and ‘in co:aments than at present. 
Newspapers are not-the “party Srzans” nuw they 
once were. Thoy have come to reallzs that they 
could pound each other for a generation and not 
do “the party” a single  servico—not, even the 
changing of a vote, More is done by @ single well 
reasoned article than by miles of vituperation. It 
is porbaps also true that we are learning to put 
Yess misplaced enthusiasm and more common sense 
into our estimates of public men. : 

~And.ts to the‘‘men of ability’ who are de- 
terred from entering public life they are obviously 
those troubled with extreme self consciousness: 
{f they are scared off by criticism or expected? 
criticism, then they are far better out of it, for 
they could never succeed in public life. 

The requirements of modern journalism de- 
mand fair play to fll.and the newspaper ef today 
must depend on its merits as a newspaper if it is 
to exist.

fence of Miss Winnlfred Robinson, wo went in- 
to agriculture in a thoroughly scientific way and 
has made a real success of her 160-acre place near 
Canton, Me. ; 
: In 1918, while on a concert topr as soloist, 
Miss Robinson received a telogram announcing her 
mother’s serious illness on the Maine farm. Her 
father was an invalid. Immediately sho returned 
to the old homestead, leaving behind her 24 wockr’ 
salary at $40 a week unpaid. The organtzstion 
that employed was in distress because of war con- 
ditions, and she never got the monéy. \, 

“] had expected to use this money to reduce she 
mortgage on the farm,” she says, “but now my fi- 
nancial hardships were very great .My mother 
died soon afterward. Meanwhile I had tried to 
find someone to take up tke mortgage and ad- 
yanoe me cash to grow hogs, but I was advised that 
the place was not worth the incumbrance. 1 
could never save it, they said, for the fruit trees 
had been too long neglected. ,) 

“Indeed the orchard did yield less than fifty 

rrels of apples in 1918. But finally I found a 
grain man who supplied me feed for the hogs, 
which were turned into the orchard. Later. he 
took up the mortgage, and then in time I turned 
over to him $1,500 worth of hogs to reduce my in- 
debtedness. I elso sold some pine for $500, 

“In 1921 I harvested 650 barrels of apples, 
besides 12,500 pounds of cider apples at a dotlar 
a hundred. All these netted me $1,500. 

“I bought cows on credit, and was able to 
pay tho note by turning over the Increaso, That 
summer I leased outstanding pastures, and bought 
the grass on abandoned farms. In the winter I 
mored to one such place because my own barns 
wore too small. 

“Now I have ten cows, free and clear. I 
bought a 350-egg incubator on credit, and I raise 
several huvdred chicks every year, keeping a ico. 
dred laying hens—and ship a 30-dozen case of xg 
a week, The roosters are dressed off for the 
Boston market,-and the hens also when they stop 
laying, about December. 

“I have found sheep very profitable, and good 
for a woman's farm. Becs also earn moncy and 
aro a necessity in an orchard. 

It is up to the farmer to manage his affairs 
So he can grow his produce at a profit. The cast- 
ern farmer cannot make a profit by getting west- 
ern grain for feed.

+ Red three cent ‘postage stamps 
were issued today al the post office, 
instead of the three cent “browns” 
which have been used on letters fot} 
the past three years, 

The present colors for the aa 
priced postage stamps of the current 
ixsue are now similar to those used 
during the latter years of the reign 
of Queen Victoria, before two cent 
postage wax authorized. 

For 20 years two cent postage ex: 
isted in Canada, with red stamps in 
common usage, even in the special 
1908 Quebec Tercentenary issue. When 
Sir Thomas White's war time stamp 
tax proposals were adopted in 1916 
the two cent stamps were surcharged 
so as to make a three cent stamp. 
Later, the two cent plates were re- 
engraved and the new lettering read 
“Ic.” The color of this letter stamp 
was changed to .brown so that it 
would: not be conf with two cent 
stamps of the olde# issue. The brown 
shade remained in use wbe= the three 
cent stamps of post-war years came 
into effect. 

One cent stamps are now Issued in 
straw, two cent ones in green and 
three cent ones in red, the first time 
since the relgn of Queen Victoria that

LONDON, Dec. 21. — An acrimont- 
ous discussion regarding. the foot- 
and-mouth disease, which is now rag- 
ing among British herds In many 
parts of the country, occurred at a 
gathering at Crewe which was at- 
tended by farmers from all over the 
Midlands. The meeting was called 
by thé Lord Lieutenaft of Cheshire, 
Colonel} Bromley Davenport, who de 
clared that the government's slaught- 
er policy had failed to stamp out thé 
terrible scourge, It was lamentable, 
he sald, to witne&as the destruction of 
thousands of England's best dairy 
stock, but if isolation were introduced 
he was afraid it would not have the 
desired effect. 

There were cries of “Yes, it will.” 

Sir’ Francls Flood, permanent Sec- 
retary to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
said the problem baffled the greatest 
pathologists of the world. He was 
convinced that slaughter was the only 
remedy. They ‘conld not, sit down 
with folded hands and ig {he disease 
rip. If they did the consequences 
would be appalling.

OTTAWA, Dee. 24, — Some miscon- 
ception has urlsen in regard to the 
provisions in the Incume Tax Act con- 
stituting a lien for taxes payable. The 
provision does not come into effect 
on January 1, as understood fn some 
quarters, ; 

R. W. Breadner, Commissioner of 
Taxation, in a ctatement on the sul- 
Ject, says: ‘ 

“The section. will apply tq incomes 
of 1924 and thereafter, and therefore 
will not be in force untit April 30, 
1925. Mortgages and othor. loans 
given under sccurlly previous ‘to the 
first of May, 1925, will pol be affected, 
irrespective of thé date they become 
payable. Aftcr the 30th of Aprll, 1925, 
borrowers should be required to pro 
duce Income ‘l'ax receipts, otherwise 
indebtednees to the Crown shall have 
priority.”

AFTER glancing casually through thé paper day 

‘by day one cannot help noticng the “popular 
science’ notes cabled here and there and one fs 
likely to remark: “Ain't science grand?” 

For now the acientists have given us the reason 
for the huge amount of unemployment in Englanu 
and in fact everywhere. 

The reason is that people are not dying off a» 
fast as they used to; therefore while there are no 
more jobs,-there are more people for them. They 
even go 00 far as to say that the population of Eng- 
land bas increased, by two millions in the last ten 
yeers and ‘that corresponds almost exactly to tho 
number of people listed now as genuine unemploy~- 
ed. 

. In other words, if the population of England 
were the same as in 1910, there would be plenty 
.’ work forall, 

There is this Increase in popualtign despite 
the loss of about three-quarters of a million in the 
war, the shortage of births due to the war and « 
considerable emigration. Moreover while the pop- 
ulation was thus Increasing the birth-rate was de- 
clining. In 1880 the birth-rate was 35 to the 
thousznd; in 21922 It was only 20. But during the 
same period the death rate fell from 21 to 13 per 
thousand. , ., 

The only explanation, apparently, is that the~ 
crease in population must be attributed to the 
dvance in‘ medical science and surgery. There 

“are more people, in spite of emigration and a fal!- 
tng ‘birth-rate, because people are not dying a» 
“ast as they used to. 

According to Sir William Wheeler, president 
of the Royal College of Surgeons of Ireland, moedi- 
cal science and surgery have made greater advan- 
ces during the past. 25 years than they made 
during the 25 preceding centuries. During the 
Past 25 years, according to this authority, twelve 

\ years have deemedded to the life‘of man; that Is, 
a child born today has tho prospect of twelve moto 
years of Ufc than it:would have had if it bad been 
born’25 yesrs ago.” 

‘ Notwithstanding the advance that has ‘been 
made, there are still some difficult problems to be 
solved. While many dreaded diseases have beea 
conquerd the victory is not yet won. Cancer fs tu- 
day one of the greatest scourges of civilization; bur 
Sir Willlam is quite optimistic. and he told the 
students he was addressing that before they reach- 
ed the zenith of their careers cancer wouid prov. 
pbly hava takpn its place along with diabetes, 
smallpox and other diseanes now under control.
